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Wise guilty of murdering her husband 


Jury recommends she spend 
life in prison for her crime

She may never wear street clothes 
again. 

Sitting with her attorney, Kathleen Wise 
wears a black suit and takes notes with a 
blue ink pen. The two listen closely to the 
prosecutor argue why she should be found 
guilty of murdering her husband, Joseph 
Kenneth Wise, with a liquid morphine 
overdose. The argument was apparently 
persuasive. 

After 20 minutes of deliberating, all 12 
jurors — 10 men and two women — agreed 
that Wise is guilty of intentionally murder¬ 
ing her husband. 


It took jurors another 10 minutes to rec¬ 
ommend that she receive a life prison sen¬ 
tence for her crime. 

After each piece of news, Wise sits qui¬ 
etly with her attorney, William Butler of 
Louisville, and shows little, if any, reac¬ 
tion. 

After the sentence recommendation, the 
only noise heard in the small room is a 
gasp from one of the Wise family mem¬ 
bers. 

After Taylor Circuit Court Judge Dan 
Kelly read the jury’s recommended prison 
sentence, Court Security Officer Lisa 
Bagby put Wise in handcuffs and escorted 
her out of the courtroom in the Washing¬ 
ton County Judicial Center. 

The waiting Wise family members then 
exchanged hugs and a few tears and said 
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Kathleen Wise talks with 
her attorney,William But¬ 
ler of Louisville, in a 
Washington County 
courtroom on Monday. 
Wise was found guilty of 
intentionally murdering 
her husband and a jury 
recommended that she 
receive life in prison. 
Formal sentencing is set 
for Sept. 7.

Wind gusts damage buildings, vehicles, 
including new site of Taylor County Library

Wind gusts caused some damage in Taylor 
County last Friday night. 

According to Campbellsville/Taylor E-911 Dis¬ 
patcher Johnnie Jessie, there were numerous 
reports of trees down in the county, as well as 
reports that power lines were in roadways. There 
was also reportedly some damage to the Col- 
orama building. 

Outdoor storage sheds at the former Gabehart 
Lumber building were destroyed, according to 
Campbellsville Mayor Tony Young. Gabehart 
staff had used the sheds to store their lumber. 

“There’s not much left,” Young said. 

The Taylor County Public Library now owns the 
Gabehart Lumber building, he said, but allows 
the city to park some of its vehicles there. 

Campbellsville Fire & Rescue had a few vehicles 
parked at the building, Young said, and some 
wood from the sheds landed on top of them. He 
said he doesn’t know yet how much damage the 
vehicles suffered. 

Some cars owned by a nearby dealership were 
also likely damaged, Young said, since they were 
parked right beside the Gabehart Lumber build¬ 
ing. 

Young said the outdoors part of the building the 
library intended to keep was flattened by the 
wind. What the library intended to tear down, he 
said, wasn’t damaged at all. 

He said fire and rescue workers were on site for 
several hours Saturday morning removing the 
debris from city vehicles. 

“We’re still assessing the damage,” he said. 

Library Director Julia Turpin said she doesn’t 



know how much it will cost to repair the damage 
at the former Gabehart Lumber building. She 
said she also doesn’t know the extent of the dam¬ 
age. 

Renovation inside the building shouldn’t be 
impacted by the damage, she said. 

The new Taylor County Public Library con¬ 
struction, slated to be finished by the beginning 
of the year, is ongoing and will be documented on 
the library’s website at taylorcountypubliclibrary. 
org.

Police investigating 
woman’s death 

No evidence points to foul play

Campbellsville Police are 
investigating the death of a 
Campbellsville woman. 

According to a Campbellsville 
Police news release, officers 
responded to 103 Layton Drive 
at 8 a.m. on Tuesday after receiv¬ 
ing a report of an unresponsive 
person. 

Campbellsville/Taylor County 
EMS personnel went to the home 
and found the female occupant, 
Donna F. Marples, 48, unrespon¬ 
sive. 


Taylor County Coroner Terry 
Dabney was notified and pro¬ 
nounced Marples dead. 

According to the release, no 
evidence at the scene indicates 
that Marples’ death was because 
of foul play. 

However, the case remains 
under investigation pending tox¬ 
icology results and Dabney’s 
final determination as to Mar¬ 
ples’ cause of death. 

Campbellsville Police officers 
David Tucker and Bart Gilpin 
are investigating.

Wise: Guilty of murder 


“thank you” to the prose¬ 
cutors who put Wise 
behind bars. 

Wise, 61, formerly of 
4203 Bengal Road, was 
indicted in July 2011 by a 
Taylor County grand jury 
and charged with the first- 
degree murder of her hus¬ 
band. She pleaded not 
guilty to the crime. The 
prosecution did not seek 
the death penalty. 

According to court 
records, Wise admitted 
that she added liquid mor¬ 
phine to her husband’s 
drinking water June 7, 
2011. He died the follow¬ 
ing day. Butler said 
throughout the case that 
Wise denied killing her 
husband. 

Wise is a former regis¬ 
tered nurse at Medco 
Nursing Home, now 
Campbellsville Nursing 
and Rehabilitation Center. 

The criminal charge 
against Wise stemmed 
from a toxicology investi¬ 
gation into her husband’s 
death. Mr. Wise died June 
8, 2011, from a supposed 
heart attack. Routine toxi¬ 
cology tests, however, 
revealed he consumed a 
fatal dose of morphine. 
His cause of death was 
changed to that and ruled 
a homicide. 

Court records state that 
a toxicology report found 
5,738 ng/ml of morphine 
in Mr. Wise’s blood and 
1,359 ng/ml in his urine. 
Normal therapeutic rang¬ 
es, according to court 
records, are from 10 to 80 
ng/ml. 

Commonwealth’s Attor¬ 
ney Tim Cocanougher, one 
of two prosecutors in the 
case, said he is pleased 
with the verdict. 

“An intentional murder 
verdict is a hard verdict to 
get because it’s such a 
tough penalty,” he said. 

After finding her guilty, 
jurors had the choice of 
recommending that Wise 
serve anywhere from 20 to 
50 years in prison or life. 

Cocanougher said he 
agrees with a life sen¬ 
tence. 

“Since his life was taken, 
it’s certainly fair that she 
be sentenced to life in 
prison,” he said. 

After the verdict was 
read, Butler said he was 
shocked. 

“The jury certainly didn’t 
see the facts the way the 
defense saw the facts. I 
guess the verdict speaks 
for itself.” 

Butler said Wise loved 
her husband and simply 
wanted some peace from 
his screaming and yelling 
at her. Butler said he will 
very likely file an appeal 
in the case. 

It took about an hour and 
a half to select a jury on 
Monday morning. 

After hearing from the 
prosecution, defense and 
witnesses, jurors were 
given the options of find¬ 
ing Wise not guilty or 
guilty of intentional mur¬ 
der, wanton murder, sec¬ 
ond-degree manslaughter 
or reckless homicide. 
Wise’s entire trial took 
about seven hours to com¬ 
plete. 

Formal sentencing for 
Wise is set for Friday, 
Sept. 7, in Taylor Circuit 
Court. Though a judge 
doesn’t have to follow a 
jury’s recommendation, 
they typically do. 

At the sentencing hear¬ 
ing, family members and 
others will be allowed to

speak to Kelly about the 
impact of Wise’s actions. 

A state probation and 
parole officer testified 
after Wise was found 
guilty that, if receiving life 
in prison, she will be eli¬ 
gible to appear before a 
parole board after serving 
20 years of her sentence. 
She would be 81. 

Opening Statements 

Assistant Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney Angela 
Call, also a prosecutor in 
the case, said during her 
opening statement that 
Mr. Wise was a father, 
grandfather, truck driver 
and served in the mili¬ 
tary. 

She showed jurors pho¬ 
tos of him taken just two 
days before his death. In 
them, she said, he appears 
happy and healthy. 

“The next 36 hours of his 
life are a completely dif¬ 
ferent story,” she said. 
“He was intentionally 
murdered by the defen¬ 
dant, there’s no other way 
to put it.” 

Call said Wise told inves¬ 
tigators that she took liq¬ 
uid morphine from her 
workplace and brought it 
home with her. 

“That was a deliberate 
and intentional act,” Call 
said. 

She told jurors that they 
will hear that Wise has 
said she doesn’t know why 
she gave her husband 
morphine. 

Call said jurors will hear 
from the toxicologist who 
performed the autopsy on 
Mr. Wise’s body. She said 
he will testify that around 
200 ng/ml of morphine is 
almost always fatal. 

“Kenneth had almost 30 
times that in his blood,” 
she said. 

Call said the jury would 
hear that an internal audit 
was performed at Medco 
after these allegations sur¬ 
faced that found Medco’s 
policies and procedures 
for the destruction of nar¬ 
cotics weren’t followed. 

“We believe there’s no 
doubt that Kathleen Wise 
intentionally murdered 
her husband,” Call said, 
and asked that jurors find 
her guilty. 

In his short opening 
statement, Butler said 
jurors would hear evi¬ 
dence that the Wises had a 
rocky marriage and that 
Mr. Wise was physically 
and emotionally abusive 
to Mrs. Wise. 

“He had a terrible, terri¬ 
ble temper,” Butler said. 

Testimony 

Jurors heard from sev¬ 
eral witnesses in the case, 
the first being Taylor 
County Coroner Terry 
Dabney. 

Dabney said Wise told 
him that her husband had 
been sick the day before 
his death and was experi¬ 
encing chest pain. He said 
those symptoms fit with 
the first cause of death, a 
heart attack. Results from 
routine testing changed 
everything. 

“The morphine level was 
extremely high,” Dabney 
said. “I don’t think, per¬ 
sonally, that I have ever 
seen a morphine level that 
high.” 

Butler asked Dabney if 
nurses and medical pro¬ 
fessionals know that blood 
and urine tests are done 
when a person dies. Dab¬ 
ney replied that he doesn’t 
know. 


Regina Hornback, a 
regional nurse consultant, 
testified that an audit per¬ 
formed at Medco showed 
that three residents were 
logged as having received 
morphine from April 
through June 2011, though 
there are no logs to show 
the patients actually 
received the morphine. 
She testified that there 
was morphine unaccount¬ 
ed for at the facility. 

Detective Mark Bratcher 
from the Louisville Police 
Department testified that 
Wise told him during an 
interview that she took 
morphine from Medco and 
gave it to her husband in 
his ice water. 

“She told me it was a 
lot,” he said. “She didn’t 
really give any reason 
other than she felt bad 
about it.” 

Bratcher told jurors that 
Wise said during his inter¬ 
view with her that she felt 
guilty about giving her 
husband morphine and 
shouldn’t have done it. 

Kevin Shanks, a toxicolo¬ 
gist with AIT Laboratories 
in Indianapolis, Ind., testi¬ 
fied via Skype technology 
that the morphine found 
in Mr. Wise’s blood was at 
a level greater than “criti¬ 
cal” or “toxic.” 

He said the “critical” 
range for the drug is at 
200 ng/ml or more. A 
“fatal” level falls at 
between 200 and 2,300 ng/ 
ml, he said. 

Butler asked Shanks 
about a concept called 
post-mortem redistribu¬ 
tion in which drugs will 
release from tissues and 
go back into the blood 
stream and can cause an 
artificial rise in drug lev¬ 
els. 

Shanks said that does 
happen, though even if it 
happened in Mr. Wise’s 
body, the morphine level 
would still fall in the 
“fatal” range. 

Shanks testified that 
there were several other 
drugs found in Mr. Wise’s 
body, though they were all 
at or below the therapeu¬ 
tic range. 

Taylor County Sheriff’s 
Detective Brian Pickard 
testified that on June 6, 
2011, Mr. Wise went to a 
birthday party. He awoke 
the next day and wasn’t 
feeling well and Wise 
stayed home from work 
with him. 

Pickard said Wise told 
him her husband was in 
bed most of the day and 
she fed him chicken noo¬ 
dle soup with a glass of 
water that night. The next 
morning, Pickard said, 
Wise said her husband 
was experiencing chest 
pain. 

He said she found her 
husband dead in his bed 
between 8 and 8:30 a.m. 

Pickard testified that in 
an interview, Wise said 
she didn’t know why she 
had given her husband 
morphine and that “no one 
deserves to die like that.” 

Jurors heard a transcript 
of an interview Wise gave 
with Pickard and Taylor 
County Sheriff Allen New¬ 
ton. In that interview, Wise 
said she didn’t intend to 
kill her husband and didn’t 
think the amount of mor¬ 
phine she gave him would 
kill him. 

“I know that I did not 
want him to die,” she said 
during the interview. 

When asked why she 
gave him the morphine,

Wise replied, “Kenneth 
Wise was not very nice to 
me. I mean, I didn’t want 
to kill him.” 

Wise said during the 
interview that her hus¬ 
band was very controlling 
and that she wanted him 
to get a good night’s rest 
so she wouldn’t have to 
worry about him yelling at 
her. 

“I have no excuse for 
what I did,” she said. 

When asked why Wise 
didn’t grant her husband’s 
request for a divorce, she 
told Pickard and Newton, 
“I guess I just loved him.” 

Pickard told jurors that 
after the interview con¬ 
cluded, he told Wise that 
he was going to arrest and 
charge her with murder. 

She asked if she could be 
the one to tell a family 
member. Pickard said he 
allowed that and over¬ 
heard Wise telling the 
family member that she 
had put the morphine in 
her husband’s water. He 
said the two then hugged 
each other and cried 
together. 

Butler asked Pickard if 
Mr. Wise had any life 
insurance that Wise would 
get upon his death. He 
testified that he found no 
financial motive for Wise 
to kill her husband and 
can’t speak to her motive 
for her actions. 

Pickard told jurors that 
he asked Wise family 
members if Mr. Wise 
became angry easily, to 
which they said he didn’t. 

Dr. Jeff Springer, a state 
medical examiner in Lou¬ 
isville, testified that he 
performed Mr. Wise’s 
autopsy and found that the 
amount of morphine in his 
blood would have been 
fatal to anyone. 

After Springer’s testimo¬ 
ny, jurors were given a 
break. Afterwards, Kelly 
announced that the prose¬ 
cution had concluded its 
case and that the defense 
would have no witnesses 
testify. Wise did not testify 
in her own defense. 

Closing Arguments 

In his closing argument, 
Butler told jurors, “Today, 
you have a woman’s life in 
your hands.” 

He said it is important to 
remember that Wise is 
presumed innocent until 
proven guilty and that the 
prosecution must prove 
her guilt beyond a reason¬ 


able doubt. Butler said 
jurors can’t hold Wise’s 
decision to not testify as 
an admission of her guilt. 

Butler said if Wise set 
out to kill her husband, 
she would have known 
that there would be rou¬ 
tine blood and urine tests 
that would reveal his mor¬ 
phine levels. 

“You don’t have to check 
your common sense at the 
door,” he said. 

Butler said the jury 
heard that Wise told inves¬ 
tigators she didn’t intend 
to kill her husband. 

“She said, T did not want 
him to die.’” 

Butler said jurors should 
remember that Wise said 
she gave her husband 
morphine so he could get 
a good night’s sleep and, 
therefore, she would get 
some peace. 

“What I think [the evi¬ 
dence shows] is that this 
was a tragic accident,” 
Butler said. “Ladies and 
gentlemen, Kathleen 
Wise’s life is in your 
hands.” 

In his closing statement, 
Cocanougher said it is sel¬ 
dom that a case of this 
magnitude can be con¬ 
cluded in just a few 
hours. 
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“The evidence is clear 
that beyond a reasonable 
doubt, Kathleen Wise 
intentionally murdered 
her husband.” 

Any other verdict, he 
said, would be a reward to 
Wise for her actions. 

Cocanougher said that 
during the two weeks that 
followed Mr. Wise’s death, 
Wise never told anyone 
that she had given him 
morphine. He said her 
saying she didn’t want to 
kill her husband is expect¬ 
ed. 

“What else was she gonna 
say, I mean, honestly,” he 
said. “It wasn’t an acci¬ 
dent.” 

Cocanougher said it was 
shown that Wise was 
stockpiling morphine from 
Medco. He said she made 
no effort to call for medi¬ 
cal attention after giving 
him morphine. 

Cocanougher said that 
was as if she was saying, 
“Here honey, I don’t want 
you to die, what happens 
happens.”

School supply 
lists asking too 
much of families 

R oger Cook has hit the nail on the head. 

Cook, superintendent of Taylor County 
Schools, sent out an email earlier this 
week to teachers, board members and others in 
the school district, and we here at the CKNJ are 
also on that mailing list. The message addresses 
what is a growing problem with school supplies 
in our public schools. 

When talking about our school days, we recalled 
school supply lists that featured paper, pencils 
and the basics. But far more common today are 
the lists that feature cleaning supplies, paper 
towels, disinfectant, markers and pens and more 
supplies to be used by teachers. 

Cook’s comments in the email echoed our senti¬ 
ments. He wrote, “It appears by the supply list 
given to me by one parent this morning it is noth¬ 
ing short of ridiculous.” 

Cook’s email went on to tell those throughout 
the district, “Don’t ask for disinfectant. We buy 
plenty of that for you to use,” and, “Don’t ask for 
any cleaning supplies. We have plenty of them.” 
With the economy as bad as it is these days, it’s 
good to see the superintendent speak out to his 
employees on behalf of the families served by 
the district. It’s clear from his email that Cook 
understands the stress many in our community 
feel, and he remembers his roots as someone 
whose family could not have afforded to buy the 
items on the lists. 

“If I had been a student this day and time, as 
poor as I was as a child, I could never have gone 
to school,” he wrote in the email. 

We agree, and we know many parents already 
have trouble providing the basics without having 
to buy cleaning supplies for the school district. 
Considering the taxes paid by all taxpayers for 
our public schools, we think enough is enough. It 
is ridiculous to expect each parent to further 
supply cleaning materials and other items to be 
used by teachers in the classroom. If they want 
dry erase markers, let them buy those items 
themselves. Better yet, let them talk to Cook, as 
he suggests. 

“Cut the list down to the bare minimum, and if 
you just have to have something you can’t live 
without, see me,” he wrote. 

Well said, Mr. Cook. 


Task force looking at pensions 


T here’s been a lot of media 
attention lately, both local¬ 
ly and nationally, about 
states’ public pensions. Ken¬ 
tucky isn’t immune to the pen¬ 
sion issues many other states 
are facing. 

The Commonwealth’s public 
pension systems administer 
retirement and retiree health 
benefits to more than 475,000 
current and former employees. 
As of June 2011, the unfunded 
liability of those systems was 
more than $30 billion. 

Analysts have blamed the ail¬ 
ing pension system on many dif¬ 
ferent causes, including the eco¬ 
nomic recession that we’re just 
starting to crawl out of. But, 
while there may not be agree¬ 
ment yet on the exact cause of 
our pension deficit, it is obvious 
that something should be done 
to correct it. 

But what? 

That’s one of the questions we’ll 
answer in the new Kentucky 
Public Pensions Task Force, cre¬ 
ated with the approval of a reso¬ 
lution during the 2012 legislative 
session. I feel honored to be one

of the dozen members of the 
committee. 

We began meeting early in July 
and plan to present our conclu¬ 
sions on the best changes to the 
pension systems in a report by 
the end of the year. 

We’re going to take an in-depth 
look at many issues surrounding 
the pension systems, including 
benefits, investments, funding 
and others. During our first 
meeting, we were given an over¬ 
view of the current condition of 
the Kentucky Retirement Sys¬ 
tems, including specific con¬ 
cerns about its long-term suc¬ 
cess. We also discussed how 
other states are dealing with the 
unfunded liabilities of their pub¬ 
lic pensions. 

Going forward, we expect to 
get input from national public 
policy experts, including those 


from the Laura and John Arnold 
foundation and the PEW Center 
on the States. We also will hear 
from employees, employers and 
other interested parties before 
we decide what final recommen¬ 
dations we will make for the 
retirement systems. 

I am interested in hearing from 
you, the people I serve as a sena¬ 
tor. I understand that our pen¬ 
sion systems impact nearly 
every one of you. Of course pub¬ 
lic employees are vested in the 
issue because their retirement 
plans hang in the balance of our 
decisions. But this also affects 
hard-working citizens in the pri¬ 
vate sector, whose tax dollars 
pay for these jobs. You deserve 
to have a say in how that money 
is spent. 

Please let me know your 
thoughts and concerns on this or 
any issue facing our community 
and state.

I was working my way through 
a row of tomatoes, picking 
what I could while pulling 
weeds at the same time. Lori was 
shoulder high in the okra, quick¬ 
ly filling one bucket and exchang¬ 
ing it for an empty one. Tossing 
the weeds to the side, emptying 
another bucket of tomatoes, eye¬ 
ing the rows of ripe peppers, I 
said to Lori, “I’m overwhelmed. 
I’ve gotten behind, and I don’t 
see how we can catch up.” 

The garden, meant to be a stress 
reliever, was beginning to feel 
like one more thing that had to 
get done on a day already maxed 
with responsibilities. 

It is easy to get so overloaded 
with good things that enjoying 
them gets buried beneath the 
very activity of doing them. We 
want the kids to play ball, then 
get exhausted from attending 
games and practices; we urge 
them to take music lessons, yet 
pant from one rehearsal to the 
next; we want to stay healthy, but 
struggle finding time for the 
gym. 

Usually it’s not one huge stress 
factor that causes us to feel frac¬ 
tured, it’s a combination of sev¬ 
eral. I was frantically working in 
the garden after Lori and I rushed 
through the grocery store so I 
could prepare for a wedding later 
in the afternoon before I studied 
my sermon. And, walking from 
the garden to the house, I real¬ 
ized I was carrying, in addition to 
vegetables, the emotional weight 
of moving my son next week. 

The problem was not the weeds 
in the garden, but me and my 
commitments. 

We are overloaded: responsi¬ 
bilities at work, email and text

messages that seem never end¬ 
ing, junk mail stacked on our 
desks, and, oh yes, house work 
and lawn work all seem to pile on 
us like football players on a tack¬ 
led running back. 

We get so involved in what we 
are doing that we don’t realize 
what’s happening to us. One doc¬ 
tor has said that stress is the 
most harmful and widespread 
health hazard in our society 
today. So, what do we do about 
it? 

• Take time to step back and 
evaluate your situation. If what 
you enjoy doing has become bur¬ 
densome, it may be because 
you’ve taken on too much. Ask 
yourself what’s truly important. 
Take time to identify stress mak¬ 
ers and stress relievers. While 
we can’t always avoid stressful 
situations, we can make time for 
tension releasers. 

• Rest. When we don’t get 
enough rest, everything seems 
worse. Our bodies and minds 
can’t operate efficiently when we 
are tired and exhausted. There is 
a reason why the Lord told us to 
take a day for rest: It’s necessary 
for our spiritual, emotional and 
physical well-being. 

• Take one day at a time. We 
can prepare for the future, but 
we can only live in the present. 
Jesus admonished, “Don’t worry 
about tomorrow, for tomorrow 


will bring its own worries. 
Today’s trouble is enough for 
today.” (Matthew 6:34). 

• Exercise. A brisk walk or run 
can do wonders to burn off stress. 
Endorphins are released as you 
exercise, helping you feel better. 

• Set boundaries. Define what’s 
important to you, set boundaries 
and then be prepared to defend 
them. If spending time with your 
family is a priority, you will have 
to say “no” to those who unwit¬ 
tingly call you to neglect that 
time. 

• Take control of your schedule. 
If you keep taking on more, some¬ 
thing else in your life is edged 
out. Look at your schedule. Is it 
realistic? Are you expecting 
superman capabilities of your¬ 
self, thinking you are able to leap 
with a single bound from one 
item on the “to do” list to the 
next? If you are feeling over¬ 
whelmed, like I did that day in 
the garden, you might be putting 
too much on your plate. 

• Take action. Someone has said 
insanity is doing the same things 
you’ve always done while expect¬ 
ing different results. If you are 
stressed and continue living the 
way you are, you will continue to 
feel overwhelmed. You are the 
only one who can take steps to 
correct your course. 

So, yesterday we went to a 
movie, and I forgot about obliga¬ 
tions for a while, came home, sat 
under the stars, gazed at the 
moon, winked at my garden rest¬ 
ing silently in the dark, told it to 
be patient, for I would visit it 
tomorrow, then closed by daily 
planner, gave it to God and slept 
soundly. 
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“I could go anywhere to get 
my medical care, 
but I chose Danville...

Learn creative ways 
to present concepts

Campbellsville Universi¬ 
ty’s Clay Hill Memorial For¬ 
est Outdoor Classroom Insti¬ 
tute studied ‘‘novel approach¬ 
es to science teaching” at its 
program recently 
Twenty-two teachers, 
including several from 
Campbellsville, learned how 
to use drama, music, pot¬ 
tery, forging, photography, 
storytelling and directed 
discovery to teach science. 

Attending teachers were 
from schools in Taylor, 
Adair, Casey, Daviess, 
Franklin, Green, Marion, 
Mercer and Washington 
counties. Taylor County 
participants were from 
Campbellsville Indepen¬ 
dent Schools. 

Kentucky Utilities and 
Louisville Gas and Elec¬ 
tric Co. sponsor Clay Hill 
Memorial Forest Outdoor 
Classroom Institute. 

“The outdoor classroom 
is in line with our objec¬ 
tive to support educational 
initiatives,” Shiela New¬ 
comb, area regional opera¬ 
tions manager for LG&E 
and KU, said. “And this 
worthwhile effort allows 
us to reinforce our unwav¬ 
ering commitment to the 
people and the communi¬ 
ties we serve.” 

The teachers learned how 
to spark interest in science 
by using the nontraditional 
tools of music, drama and 
storytelling. 

They found that there are 
many ways to make learn¬ 
ing more meaningful and 
that scientific topics as 


complex as the rock cycle, 
climate change and ecosys¬ 
tems might be best taught 
by telling a story or acting. 

One teacher said the 
institute was “amazing” 
and had “wonderful speak¬ 
ers, great activities and 
wonderful applications for 
the classroom.” Another 
comment was the sessions 
were “creative ways to 
learn and present not so 
simple concepts.” 

John Blair, who won a 
Pulitzer Prize in news pho¬ 
tography in 1979, taught 
teachers some basic light¬ 
ing and positioning for 
classroom use. 

In addition to Blair, 
Lorinda Jones, Mark McK¬ 
innon, Susan Pope, Geor¬ 
gia Purtee, Paula Roberts, 
Henrietta and Jeffery 
Scott and Tim Sutter gave 
presentations. 

Clay Hill Memorial For¬ 
est is a 158-acre educa¬ 
tional and research wood¬ 
land that is being devel¬ 
oped by CU as a regional 
center for environmental 


education and research on 
eastern deciduous forests. 

Since 1996, more than 
35,000 school children 
have visited Clay Hill 
Memorial Forest. Many of 
the teachers who brought 
them were among the 350 
who have participated in 
the Outdoor Classroom 
Institutes at the forest over 
the past 10 years. 

The forest is open to the 
public and is accessible by 
five miles of trails that 
vary in grade from gentle 
to difficult and in length 
from one to three miles. 

Facilities include a small 
arboretum with identified 
trees, and a trail teaches 
students about ecological 
succession. There are sev¬ 
eral springs, two small 
streams and an old pond 
with an observation pier. 
In addition to forests, there 
is a tall grass prairie, prai¬ 
rie wildflowers and a wal¬ 
nut tree plantation. 

The Joan White Howell 
Environmental Education 
Center and pavilion are 


the principle teaching 
facilities. The center is a 
fully equipped classroom/ 
laboratory suitable for 
about 25 students.

“I believe these efforts will 
provide tremendous name 
recognition and involvement 
in law enforcement across the 
commonwealth, which will 
undoubtedly contribute to the 
criminal justice administra¬ 
tion program at CU.” 

He said the KPOA has 
agreed, under his direction, to 
allow students and faculty to 
join the organization, and the 
membership will include the 
opportunity for faculty and 
students to submit scholarly 
work related to law enforce¬ 
ment in Kentucky 

Stickle said the work, if 
selected, will appear in the bi 
monthly newsletter, On Guard, 
which is sent to more than 
1,000 recipients. 

“This is a terrific opportuni¬ 
ty for students and faculty 
across the Commonwealth and 
at CU to get involved in law 
enforcement and publish their 
work,” Stickle said. 

“I am excited about the oppor¬ 
tunities which exist between 
Campbellsville University and 
the Kentucky Peace Officers’ 
Association. The partnership 
between the two organizations 
clearly falls within the core val¬ 
ues and mission of both institu¬ 


tions and will 
benefit both 
organizations 
in tremen¬ 
dous ways.”

tors about getting the 
whooping cough vaccine. 

Feese and several state 
and national health offi¬ 
cials say they believe the 
number of people diag¬ 
nosed with whooping 
cough could rise to record 
numbers this year. 

Dr. Christine Weyman, 
Lake Cumberland District 
Health Department medi¬ 
cal director, said there 
have been cases of whoop¬ 
ing cough reported in the 
Lake Cumberland area, 
which includes Taylor 
County. She said she also 
believes there will be a 
rise in the number of those 
who get the illness this 
year. 

Weyman said whooping 
cough, also known as per¬ 
tussis, is a bacterial dis¬ 
ease that produces cold¬ 
like symptoms. She said 
fever is minimal but a 
cough associated with the 
illness can last for 100 
days. 

According to information 
Weyman provided, those 
who have whooping cough 
sometimes experience 
coughing attacks that 
cause vomiting or break¬ 
ing ribs. 

Weyman said whooping 
couch is contagious. She 
said antibiotics can lessen

the contagiousness of the 
illness, though those who 
have been in contact with 
someone who has the ill¬ 
ness should receive a vac¬ 
cination as soon as possi¬ 
ble. 

According to information 
provided by Weyman, 
young babies are at the 
greatest risk of getting 
whooping cough because 
they haven’t been immu¬ 
nized against the illness. 

According to the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention, nine children 
have died of whooping 
cough so far this year. 

A request for the number 
of whooping cough cases 
in Kentucky and Taylor 
County this year hasn’t 
been answered at press 
time. 

However, Dr. Kraig 
Humbaugh, director of the 
Division of Epidemiology 
and Health Planning, has 
been quoted as saying that 
there have been 171 cases 
reported in Kentucky this 
year. He was also quoted 
as saying that the number 
is on track to break a 
record set two years ago of 
more than 300 cases. 

According to the CDC, 
Washington state and Wis¬ 
consin have been hit hard 
with the disease so far, 


with about 3,000 reported 
cases in each. 

At a recent telebriefing, 
Dr. Anne Schuchat, direc¬ 
tor for the National Center 
for Immunization and 
Respiratory Diseases at 
the CDC, said what is hap¬ 
pening in Washington is a 
reflection of what is hap¬ 
pening nationwide, in that 
the whooping cough dis¬ 
ease is very hard to con¬ 
trol. Schuchat urged preg¬ 
nant women and anyone 
in contact with babies get 
the whooping cough vac¬ 
cination. 

“We’re seeing a substan¬ 
tial increase in pertussis 
cases in the United States 
and in individual states 
like Washington,” she 
said. 

“As of [July 19], nation¬ 
wide, nearly 18,000 cases 
have been reported to 
CDC. That’s more than 
twice as many as we had 
at the same time last year. 
In fact, it’s more than we 
had in each of the past five 
years. We may be on track 
for record-high pertussis 
rates this year. We may 
need to go back to 1959 to 
find a year with as many 
cases reported by this time 
so far.” 

The year 2010 was the 
last peak year for whoop¬ 


ing cough diagnosis, 
Schuchat said. During that 
year, more than 27,000 
reported having the dis¬ 
ease. Twenty-seven died 
of the illness. Twenty-five 
were infants. 

Schuchat said the CDC is 
seeing higher occurrences 
of whooping cough in 
infants, older children and 
young teenagers. 


She said the whooping 
cough vaccine remains the 
single most effective 
approach to prevent infec¬ 
tion. 

“It is critical to protect 
infants and others at high 
risk. I want to stress that 
unvaccinated children are 
at eight times higher risk 
of getting pertussis com¬ 
pared to children fully 


vaccinated,” she said. 
Weyman said the vaccine 
available can help boost 
children and adult immune 
systems to fight the whoop¬ 
ing cough illness. 

The LCDHD, which 
includes Taylor County, 
provides vaccines, she said. 
Anyone interested should 
contact their health depart¬ 
ment for information.

Animal shelter incinerator 

A fire that started in the 
Taylor County Animal 
Shelter’s incinerator Fri¬ 
day morning completely 


destroyed the electrical 
components of the unit. 

Shelter Director John 
Harris presented magis¬ 
trates with two estimates 
for a new incinerator. One 
was for $49,500 and the 
other was $45,000. 

After discussion of the 
options available on each 
unit, and if those options 
were necessary, magis¬ 
trates suggested having a 
conference call with the 
two companies submitting 
estimates to get more 
information. Rogers said 
he would be available to 
take part in a call on Tues¬ 
day morning, along with 
the members of the Court’s 
New Projects and Special 
Services Committee, 


which oversees operation 
of the shelter. 

Magistrates asked sever¬ 
al questions, including 
whether the damaged 
incinerator would be cov¬ 
ered by insurance and how 
much insurance will pay. 

Rogers said he has not 
determined what insur¬ 
ance will pay on the dam¬ 
aged unit, which cost the 
county $15,000 when it 
was bought two years ago. 

Magistrate Matt Pendle¬ 
ton questioned the 
increased cost, and Rogers 
said the damaged unit was 
purchased used, making it 
much less expensive than 
a new one. Harris said 
while Taylor County is 
without an incinerator, 


animals that have been 
euthanized will be trans¬ 
ported to the Marion 
County Animal Shelter. He 
told magistrates that Mar¬ 
ion County’s shelter has 
agreed to incinerate the 
animals, but said only six 
or seven can be incinerat¬ 
ed at one time. 

On Wednesday, Rogers 
said he has spoken with a 
representative from Ther¬ 
motech, one of the compa¬ 
nies to provide an esti¬ 
mate. Rogers said he has 
not been able to contact 
Crawford, the other com¬ 
pany. 

“The way it is right now, 
unless they have some¬ 
thing already made up for 
somebody on hold, we’re 


looking at it probably being 
October before [Thermo¬ 
tech] could have some¬ 
thing ready for us,” Rog¬ 
ers said. 

Rogers said he hopes to 
get more information from 
Thermotech, who as of 
now has provided a price 
of about $47,000 with all 
added equipment. 

“We need something that 
will give off no smell and 
no smoke. We’ve had a few 
complaints and the one we 
have now has a buildup of 
smoke that does not burn 
right then and it puts out a 
smell. That’s one of the 
things I want to make sure 
we don’t have with a new 
unit,” Rogers said.

J.B. to UK Hall, 
Zack to Miami 

J ohn “J.B.” Holmes is one of six former University 
of Kentucky athletes who will be inducted into 
the Wildcats’ Hall of Fame over the Sept. 14-15 
weekend in conjunction with the football game against 
Western Kentucky University. 

Also in the selected six will be football player Derek 
Abney, basketball player Leroy Edwards, baseball 
stand-out Jeff Keener, swimmer Clayton Moss and 
women’s golfer Nancy Scranton. 

Holmes, a 2001 Taylor County High School graduate, 
who played at Kentucky from 2002-2005, led UK to its 
lone SEC championship in 2005 on top of being named 
the SEC Golfer of the Year. He’s the only UK player to 
claim the distinguished honor in school history. 

During his career, Holmes earned six first-place fin¬ 
ishes and 35 top-10 finishes, more than any other 
player in the coach Brian Craig Era. He was a PING 
All-American three years, including a first-team All- 
American in 2004. He also earned first-team All- 
America by the Golf Coaches Association of America 
in 2005 and was named an Academic All-American, 
the GCAA All-American Scholar and the Cleveland 
Golf All-American Scholar in 2004 and 2005. Profes¬ 
sionally, Holmes won two FBR Open titles on the PGA 
Tour and was a member of the 2008 Ryder Cup cham¬ 
pionship team. He has surpassed more than $10 mil¬ 
lion in career earnings. 

The UK Athletics Hall of Fame was started in 2005 
to recognize and honor persons whose participation 
and contributions enriched and strengthened the uni¬ 
versity’s athletic program. The charter class included 
88 individuals who had previously had their jersey 
retired by UK. 

There is a five-year waiting period - after leaving 
UK - to be eligible for inclusion into the Hall of Fame 
and an additional 5-year waiting period to have a jer¬ 
sey retired. An individual must be a member of the 
Hall of Fame to be eligible for jersey retirement. 

A committee consisting of Hall of Famers, media 
members, campus representatives, and current coach¬ 
es and administrators elects new inductees each year. 

Holmes will also be featured on CBS on Saturday, 
Aug. 18 (more details in today’s Sports Calendar on 
page B3) and is slated to host Inside the PGA TOUR 
on Golf Channel later on this summer. 

Cox traded from St. Louis organization to Miami 

Campbellsville native Zack Cox, who played at 
Campbellsville and Taylor County High Schools 
before being named Mr. Baseball at Pleasure Ridge 
Park in 2008, was traded on Wednesday from the St. 
Louis Cardinals’ organization to the Miami Marlins 
for 28-year-old, right-handed relief pitcher Edward 
Mujica. 

Cox, a first-round draft choice of the Cardinals in 
2010 after playing two years at the University of 
Arkansas, has been on the disabled list for AAA Mem¬ 
phis after injuring a hamstring recently. 

The Marlins’ release about Cox said: 

“Cox came out of the 2010 Draft as the best pure hit¬ 
ter, at least of the college set, in that class. He had a 
solid first full season, hitting for average and a little 
bit of pop while reaching Double-A. Pushed to Triple- 
A this year, Cox hasn’t produced with the bat like he 
did in 2011. 

“There was always a question about how much 
power he’d have at that level, leaving some to wonder 
where he profiled defensively. He’s been playing third 
base exclusively and he’s been OK there defensively, 
even if his bat doesn’t necessarily profile there. He 
missed some time earlier this year with a concussion, 
came back and hit well for a spell before recently 
going on the disabled list with a hamstring strain.”

Drought may impact squirrels 


S quirrel season is almost here, 
and despite the heat and 
drought there should be plenty 
of squirrels to hunt. 

Kentucky’s season opens Aug. 18, 
and runs through Nov. 9. Then it 
will close for a couple days before 
reopening Nov. 12. It will continue 
through Feb. 28 of next year. 

The Kentucky daily squirrel limit 
is six with a possession limit of 12. 

Squirrel populations are depen¬ 
dent on a number of factors, how¬ 
ever two keys include weather and 
mast (nut) availability. The nut 
crop one year impacts the popula¬ 
tion the following year. 

Based on last year’s nut crop, 
there should be squirrels around 
this fall. However dry conditions 
may make it more difficult to slip 
up on squirrels, but on the other 
hand they may be more concentrat¬ 
ed around the remaining limited 
water resources. 

Squirrel, fried crispy brown is 
mighty tasty, and there is nothing 
better than squirrel gravy made 
with the skillet leavings. Fried 
squirrel, and the gravy over 
mashed potatoes make a great 
meal, unless you are on a serious 
diet. 

DROUGHT PROBLEM — Oaks 
are the most important tree species 
to wildlife in Kentucky forests, but 
the impact of this years drought 
remains to be seen. White oaks are 
faring better than red oaks so far, 
according to information from the 
Kentucky Department of Fish & 
Wildlife Resources. 

White oaks produce acorns that

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are a critical food 
source for squirrels, white-tailed 
deer, wild turkey, black bear and 
many non-game species. White oak 
acorns are preferred by wildlife 
because they are more palatable. 
Acorns produced by red oaks con¬ 
tain tannin, which makes them bit¬ 
ter. 

White oaks can produce acorns 
every year. Entire crops are often 
lost due to late freezes and heavy 
rains just as pollination of oak flow¬ 
ers begins as well as summer 
droughts. 

Philip Sharp, a private lands wild¬ 
life biologist for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources in Crittenden County, 
said its too soon to make a predic¬ 
tion on the mast crop in western 
Kentucky, the area of the state most 
affected by drought. 

White oaks have small acorns 
now, but that is pretty typical for 
this time of year. They can grow a 
lot in a short period of time and fill 
out in late summer, according to 
Sharp. 

Red oaks are not faring as well. 
Some areas of western Kentucky 
are really dry. There are places 
that have had about a half inch of 
rain in the past two months, said 
Sharp. ‘‘I’m concerned. The dry 
conditions are killing some of our 


red oak trees on ridges with thin 
soils.” 

The impact on the oaks may have 
a larger effect on next year’s squir¬ 
rel population than this year. 

DUCK HARVEST LATER — A 

Delta Waterfowl study has con¬ 
firmed what veteran duck hunters 
have long suspected: harvests of 
many waterfowl are taking place 
significantly later in the year than 
in previous decades. 

The study examined data from the 
annual Parks Collection Survey. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
has collected comprehensive har¬ 
vest data from hunters since 1961. 

'‘With few exceptions, harvest 
dates for mallards throughout the 
mid-latitude and southern states 
have become consistently later,” 
says Dr. Rohwer. “Mallard harvest 
is on average 10 days later in 
Arkansas, 15 days later in Califor¬ 
nia, 16 days later in Illinois, and 12 
days later in Virginia.” 

The study found that most 
migrant duck species, including 
gadwall, ring-necked, pintails and 
green-winged teal, have significant¬ 
ly later harvest dates. Blue-winged/ 
cinnamon teal and mottled ducks 
were the only species to run against 
the trend. 

In Illinois, Kentucky and Indiana 
milder weather seems to have 
delayed migrations, according to 
many waterfowl hunters. In fact, 
there has been concern that many 
of the waterfowl never completely 
travel south as they end up staying 
around open water lakes where 
there is food nearby.

Johnson gets fourth 
Brickyard victory 

J immie Johnson pow¬ 
ered his way to his 
fourth career Sprint 
Cup Brickyard 400 victory 
He led 99 laps of the 160- 
lap race, finished nearly 
five seconds ahead of run¬ 
ner-up driver Kyle Busch, 
and completely dominated 
the last 30 laps. 

His teammate Jeff Gor¬ 
don, who finished fifth, 
said, “He had it easy, there 
was no that could race with him.” 

Johnson took command with 31 laps remaining 
and pulled away from the rest of the field. 

“To get four wins at this track is awesome,” John¬ 
son said. “We put it on them today, but it was a total 
team effort. The guys in the pits got me out, and I 
never lost any positions on the track.” 

Kyle Busch had an up and down race, but near the 
end he clearly had the second-best car. 

“I have to congratulate Jimmie and his team,” 
Busch said. “They really had the car dialed in. We 
couldn’t even get close to them.” 

Greg Biffle led four laps, but at the end, his No. 16 
Ford was no match for Johnson’s No. 48 Chevrolet, 
and he was third. 

Dale Earnhardt Jr. finished fourth to take over the 
points lead. This is the first time he’s led the points 
since 2004. 

“We worked on the car all day,” said Earnhardt. 
“We were fast, but we only had about a fourth or 
fifth-place car. We’ve still got a long ways to go in 
the season, and I feel like we should be able to get 
some more wins.” 

Gordon had a fast car, but he had problems in the 
pits, and finished fifth. 

“Track position cost us,” he said. “We had a car 
that could compete with Jimmie, but we lost track 
position several times. On that last restart, I had to 
start on the outside, and that killed me.” 

Denny Hamlin, Ryan Newman, Martin Truex, 

Brad Keselowski, and Tony Stewart were the 
remaining top-10 finishers. 

Carl Edwards, one of the drivers struggling to 
make the Chase field had engine problems and fin¬ 
ished 29th, four laps off the pace. 

Previous points leader Matt Kenseth was the vic¬ 
tim of a Joey Logano spin during lap 133, and 
wound up 35th with a DNF. 

Keselowski wins controversial Nationwide race 

Brad Keselowski won Saturday’s Nationwide race 
at Indy, after Elliott Sadler was penalized for jump¬ 
ing a restart. 

“NASCAR got it all wrong,” Sadler said. 

Taking advantage of the NASCAR penalty to Elliott 
Sadler, Brad Keselowski cruised to victory ahead of 
Sam Hornish. 

Sadler, who got a push into the lead from Richard 
Childress Racing teammate Austin Dillon on a 
restart late in the race, asserted that race leader 
Keselowski had spun his tires coming to the green 
flag, and that is why he crossed the stripe ahead of 
Keselowski, who was the leader. 

“It’s so wrong to penalize me for a mistake they 
made,” Sadler radioed to his crew. “NASCAR just 
took the championship away from me. They just 
took the damn championship right out of our 
hands.” 

Keselowski beat Penske Racing teammate Sam 
Hornish Jr. to the finish line by 3.3 seconds. Ty Dil¬ 
lon ran third, followed by Denny Hamlin, Austin 
Dillon, Michael Annett, Joey Logano, Paul Menard, 
Ricky Stenhouse, and Jeremy Clements. 

France to improve racing 

NASCAR chairman Brian France doesn’t buy the 
argument that if it isn’t broke, don’t fix it. France 
said he is committed to ensuring the Cup series has 
the best racing possible, even if some believe 
there’s nothing wrong with the current product. 

“We can do better. We can have the packages bet¬ 
ter, tighter racing,” France told The Associated 
Press. “That’s our stated goal and we have to get 
there. With the new car coming, we want to get this 
right. And we know it will be hard to keep it right.” 

Fans have complained about stretches of racing 
this season, particularly a two-month swing that saw 
lots of strung-out, green-flag racing. NASCAR has 
made slight aerodynamic changes to the cars twice 
this season to try to make passing easier, and series 
leaders want the best possible package on next 
year’s car. France said if there are improvements 
that can be implemented now; he won’t wait for the 
2013 car. 

In other news, NASCAR is kicking around the idea 
of qualifying the top-38 drivers on time and cutting 
the number of provisionals down to four plus one 
for former champions. With sponsors at a premium 
right now, it could be catastrophic to eliminate pro¬ 
visionals altogether, particularly when a driver 
missing a race could result in a sponsor pulling out.

Enforcement 
campaign encourages 
seat belt use 

This year’s Click It or 
Ticket enforcement effort, 
coordinated by the Ken¬ 
tucky Office of Highway 
Safety, resulted in citations 
to 19,594 motorists for not 
buckling up. 

The annual campaign, 
supported by more than 
220 state and local law 
enforcement agencies, was 
May 21 through June 3. 

The campaign’s main 
objective was to encourage 
seat belt usage through 
enforcement of Kentucky’s 
seat belt law. 

In the process, officers at 
642 traffic safety check¬ 
points throughout the Com¬ 
monwealth also made 1,103 
drunken driving arrests, 
1,392 felony arrests, and 
1,119 drug arrests. 

They recovered 53 stolen 
vehicles and apprehended 
1,757 fugitives. 

They also cited 10,658 
drivers for speeding, 419 
for reckless driving and 
5,072 people for having no 
proof of automobile insur¬ 
ance. 

“The goal of the Click It 
or Ticket campaign is not 
to write tickets, but to save 
lives,” said Transportation 
Secretary Mike Hancock. 

“We want to educate the 
public on the importance 
of wearing a seat belt and 
to reduce deaths and inju¬ 
ries along our roadways. 
It’s an extra benefit when 
traffic enforcement leads 
to criminal enforcement.” 


KOHS Director Bill Bell 
said law enforcement agen¬ 
cies are an invaluable 
resource in reducing 
deaths and injuries on Ken¬ 
tucky roadways. 

“We believe our educa¬ 
tional efforts are strength¬ 
ened by working closely 
with law enforcement 
throughout the year to pro¬ 
mote our highway safety 
messages,” Bell said. 

The campaign placed 
extra emphasis on night¬ 
time enforcement, since 
that is when passenger 
vehicle occupants are least 
likely to buckle up and 
most likely to die in crash¬ 
es. Last year, 67 percent of 
people killed in motor 
vehicle crashes between 6 
p.m. and 6 a.m. were unre¬ 
strained. 

There were 721 total 
highway fatalities in Ken¬ 
tucky in 2011 with 576 
killed in motor vehicles. 
Fifty-eight percent of those 
killed in motor vehicles 
were not wearing a seat 
belt. 

“We’re pleased with the 
results of this year’s Click 
It or Ticket campaign,” 
Bell said. 

“ The partnership between 
all the agencies involved 
was tremendous. If one life 
was saved, it was well 
worth the effort.” 

According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, seat belts, 
when worn correctly, are 
proven to reduce the risk 
of fatal injury to front-seat 
occupants by 45 percent 
and by 60 percent in pick¬ 
up trucks, SUVs and mini- 
vans.
